Communist arrests were made, it is felt that the following translation of this

- GOMPULSCRY LAW NO. 5097 


Re measures for the Security of the State, the regime 
and the social system, and for the protection of the 
liberties of the individual 


Article 1 


"1, The Communist Party of Greece, the EAM (National Liberation Front) and the 
National Solidarity Movement, which have actively prepared and are carrying out 
treasonable rebellion against the integrity of the State » are dissolved. More— 
over, any other political party, association or organization, which, in accord- 
ance with the provisions laid down in the following paragraph, would be deemed 
as co-operating with them, or as aiming directly or indirectly to apply ideas 
whose object is to overthrow the present form of Government, the existing so- 
celal system, or tc disintegrate the State by violent means » shall be dissolved. 
also. 


"2. In the case of parties, associations or organizations not referred to above a 
as well as of organizations which may be established after the coming into force 
of this law during the course of the rebellion, it shall be determined by the 
Council of Ministers whether or not they fall within the provisions of the pre- 
ceding paragraph in the case of a party, and in all other cases this shall be 
determined by the Public Security Committees of First Instance of the locality 
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concerned, and no legal resourse shall be allowed against the decisions issned 
by the above authorities, 


"3e The offices of the parties, associations and organizations which are dis- 
solved, shall be closed down, their lease shall be annulled, and ail their 
property and records shall be seized by the relevant Public Proseoutor’s serv- 
ice. 


"4. The property and records which according to the preceding paragraph are 
subject te seizure, shall be confiscated by deeision of the Council of the 
Court of Misdemeanors of the locality where the seizure took place, The de- 
claion shall determine which of the confiscated articles will te sold, The 
proceeds of sale shall be used exelasively for the support of the victims of 
the rebellion, 


Artiste 2 


SL. Any person aiming to. apply ideas whowe manifest object is to overthrow the 
form of Government, or ruling social system, and to cause the disintegration of 
the State by violent means, or any person endeavoring to propagate ideas in 
favor of the above ends, shail be ligbls, if he is a commander or deader, to 
imprisonment from 10. te 20 years, or to Life Imprisonment or death in epecially 
serious cases, and in the case of ordinary accomplices, to imprisonment for a 
maximun term of 5 years, but in serious cases to imprisonment feom 5 to 20 
VOars . . 

"2. Within the meaning of aggravating cireunstanges, will be taken to be in- 
eluded any act committed Jn a public place, in the presence of mny persons, 
or through the Press, or any effort to make converts conducted with noney or 
directed at persona wder Lawful age, or at the military in general or at pub- 
lie functionaries.

"1. Ino case the of'fensss referrad to in the preceding article have been com 
mitted through the Press, the awthor or compiler of the publieation, the Di. 
reclop or Editor of the printed matter and the person who knowingly has under— 
taken the circulation of it, and if the Editor is unknown, the printer, shall 
be Liable to proseeution. 


"2, The persons referred to in the preceding paragraph shall be liabis alsa to 
forfeit their licenss ae journalists, printers or editors for a minimum term 
of one year, and in case of a reeurrence of the offense they shall be liable to 
lose their professional license ivrevocably. 

"3. Any person pursaing his prefession in spite of a prohibition, shall te li- 

able to imprisonment for a maximum term of 5 years, and in case of 4 recurrence 
of the offense for a maximum term of 10 years. tg 

Article 4 


"1. Open airy gatherings, or in an enclosed space, of persons aiming to apply 
the ideas referred to in Article 2, are prohibited, 
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"2, Any person willfully attending such gatherings, shail be liable to imprison- 
ment for a minimum term of 6 months. 


"3, Any person willfully acsepting in his house or premises a gathering of the 
sort referred to in paragraph 1 of this article, shall be liable to imprison- 
ment for a minimum term of 6 months, the conviction will necessarily annul the 
lease of the premises and cause the forfeiture of any protection granted under 
the rent restrictions law. 


"4, Any person maliciously obstructing a lawful political gathering, shell be 
liable to imprisonment for a maximum term of 5 years, 


Article 3 


"L. The conviction of Government employees and servants for any offense under 
this law, shall imply loss of service, which shall be pronounced by the sen- 
tence, and the convicted person shall be also debarred from right to appoint- 
ment to any public office or service for.a minimum term of 5 years. 


"2. Militery persons of any rank, aa well as persons employed with the Public 
Security Services, if convicted of any offense under this law, shall be removed 
from service and shall forfeit all rights deriving from their office or service, 
Such convictions imply a permanent bar to appointment to any publis offices or 
service. These penalties shall be applied even if not pronounced ‘in the sentenee, 


Article 6 


"1. -Govermment employees and servants, who, although they have not committed 
any transgression punishable under this law, yet propagate Communist princ4— 
ples or attack the conception of patriotic duty to the country or the national 
flag, etc., shall be finally dismissed from service by decision of the relevant 
Coumeil. 


"2, Military persons of any rank and persons employed with the Publis Ssewrity 
Services, who, although they have not committed any transgression punishable 
under this law, yet propagate subversive ideas in respect to the ruling social. 
system, or attack the conception of patriotic duty to the country or the na- 
tional flag, etc., shall be finally dismissed from service by decision of the 

‘YPelevant Council, In the case of Reserve Officers and Non-commissioned Offi- 
cers, the Council of Inquiry to which they shall be committed shall order the 
fdegree of their] demotion, . 


Article 7 


"lL. The offense covered by this law shall be examined and tried in accordance 
with the provisions laid down in Resolution III concerning special measures for 
public order and security. The serving of the sentences shall also be performed 
in accordance with the provision of the same Resolution. 


"2. The Courts Martial, when imposing punishment or imprisonment for offenses 
covered by this law, are entitled to order the suspension of the punishment on: 
conditions. If a person who is thus discharged, commits the same or similar 
offense within 3 years, he shall be liable to serve the sentence which had been 
suspended, coneurrently with the new sentence; in any other case the punishment 
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. shall. be deemed to have been. served. Moreover the Courts Martial may, on im 
posing imprisonment, convert the sentence to deportation for an equal period,

"The penalties provided for wider this law apply only insofar as the offense is 
not punished under standing legislation by a heavier. sentence,

by Royal Decree on the proposal of the Ministers of Justice > War and Public
